LaFayette Wounded 
It was at this battle that La- 
Fayotto was wounded in render­ 
ing his first service to the Ameri­

and

Pulaski, Polish volunteer, won his 
spurs that led to his appointment 
as commander of the Light Horse 
with the rank of Brigadier Gen­ 
eral. 
La Fayette received his wound 
from a musket ball which made a 
flesh wound in his left leg. 
He 
was endeavoring to rally the re­ 
treating troops when shot. Count 
Pulaski received recognition when 
he led a charge of thirty horse­ 
men which momentarily checked 
th British advance. He later be­ 
came head of the “Pulaski Le­ 
gion” in the southern headquar­ 
ters while La Fayette became one 
of the valued men on Washing­ 
ton’s staff. 
Among the other participants 
in the battle were Alexander 
Hamilton, who later became sec­ 
retary of the treasury, and John 
Marshall, appointed chief justice 
of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in 1801. 
Hamilton 
held the rank of lieutenant-colonel 
at the time of the battle and was 
Washington’s confidential secre­ 
tary while Marshall was captain 
of a company in his father’s regi­ 
ment.
